I would like to address the 
townspeople and our planning board 
and whomever else is responsible 
for allowing builders to stick houses 
anywhere without first checking to 
see if it is going to add to the attrac- 
tiveness of the community 

I happen to live in South 
Tewksbury and am a resident of 
Wolcott Street. I am sick and tired of 
us Tewksbury residents always get 
ting the short end of the stick in this 
community. 1 would like to know 
why it is that builders are being 
allowed to put houses on small lots 
when the street isn’t even in the 
right place. We were approved for 
town sewerage as one of the areas in 
dire need. In order for the town 
sewerage to be given to us, the town 
is going to have to put the street in 
the right place in order for us 
residents who live on Georgia Road, 
Florida Road and the end of Wolcott 
to be able to get out. I realize we are 
being held off again for the sewerage 
as the fall is over now and we were 
supposed to be started in the fall. We 
thank the Public Works Department 
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from the bottom of our hearts for at 
least hot topping for us and our cars 
thank you also. But as grateful as we 
are I don’t think any more building 
should be allowed on this street until 
our sewerage is in and the road pro- 
perly placed. 

1 am of the understanding that a 
builder from Billerica is trying to 
put a house up behind mine which 
will be right smack in front of my 
neighbor's, which will do nothing to 
enhance the beauty of their property 
that I have seen them work so hard 
to achieve. It seems the more us 
residents of South Tewksbury do to 
try to better ourselves, our town 
fathers or whoever is responsible, 
allow building to go on without 
checking to see the results of what 
No one is concerned 
withhow we feel in South 
Tewksbury. We used to be maybe 
the hardship area of this communi- 
ty, but when we bought our homes 
we were happy because we at least 
had beauty and privacy. I don't 
begrudge anybody from building a 
home on their land, but I do 
begrudge builders from taking over 
land in which I feel the grandfather 
clauses should end with the sale to 
builders, and putting up houses on 
small lots and turning our already 
overcrowded area into a city 

Old houses are being sold down 
here and two houses put up in their 
place. We are being overridden in 
this town with condominiums. With 
the water shortage that this town 
has, I can't for the life of me figure 
out how our planning board can 
allow all this building until our water 
problems are solved 

I don't begrudge paying taxes, but 
1 do begrudge paying the same tax 
rate and the same amount of taxes 
as if my house was in North 
Tewksbury, while that area is 
always being beautified and our 
area slummified due to poor judge- 
ment on the part of our planning 
board. 

If the town is always going to ig 
nore our needs in South Tewksbury, 
I think they should change the name 
of the area to Slum Tewksbury, in- 
stead of South Tewksbury and give 
us a lower tax rate 

If you have any compassion for us 
Walcott Street residents at all, stop 
any further building until the street 
is put in the proper place and we 
receive town sewerage to solve our 
drainage problems. Once you have 
made a decision on what you people 
are going to do with our street and 
finished the job, then you will be bet- 
ter able to see how these homes are 
going to look. In most communities 
you need at least an acre of land to 
build and anywhere from 150° to 200" 
frontage. down in South Tewksbury 
they are buildingon quarter acre lots 
with no care in how these houses are

Dear Larz: 

Congratulations to the Wilmington 
Police Department's Safety Officer 
Shelley and Juvenile Officer 
Spencer for their public statement of 
increasing drug and alcohol (with a 
capital A) abuse among juveniles 
ages 10 to 18 

‘At the recent Chemical People 
Forum, held at the West In- 
termediate School on November 9, 
1983, Officer Spencer asked parents 
to check out the North Wilmington 
town parking lot, Shawsheen School 
parking lot, the Ice Arena parking 
lot, and Jonspin Road (sometimes 
referred to as Baldwin's). He stated 
“If your kids are around there, they 
shouldn't be. They are headed for 
trouble — that is where they can pur- 
chase almost anything including 
alcoholic beverages and drugs."’ 

He further stated that the ages of 
the people hanging out atwhese spots 
range from eight to ten-year-olds to 
30 years old. That in itself should 
wake up some parents. 

Now, if the parents in Wilmington 
will only open their eyes, the police 
beef up their enforcement of the 
laws, and the school department in: 
crease alcohol education, we might 
be getting somewhere to help our 
children. 

‘The general consensus of the panel 
at the Chemical People forum was 
that denial is the highest con: 
tribut factor. “Parents must not 
to confront their children 
that is their responsibility,” said 
Dr. Heckler, head of mental health 
at the Regional Health Center. 

In the book One Too Many handed 
‘out by Officers Shelley and Spencer 
there are direct answers to “why 
teenagers drink!" 

Number one - parental approval 

yep, teenage drinking is clearly 
related to this, and even more clear- 
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ly, to the fact that drinking is widely 
accepted and practiced by adults 

‘This makes so much sense, if you 
realize that teens begin to drink as 
part of their normal efforts to take 
on the role of adults. Since adults ap- 
prove of drinking and practice it 
freely in their presence, young peo- 
ple come to regard drinking as a 
badge of adulthood 

“Kids drink because of the same 
reasons adults do” the article went 
on to say, “they drink for the ex- 
perience and they drink heavily 
They drink typically in a spirit of 
sociability and fun.” 

Sooo, don't go looking for any deep 
psycological reason for teens drink- 
ing. The facts are that they see it as 
accepted, and the access to pur- 
chase is easier than ever before 

We as parents should take a good 
look at ourselves during this coming 
holiday season and realize that if the 
children see that is the way “we” 
have fun then they are seeing the ex- 
ample at home. 

So there it is, no simple answers, 
but parents, according to the 
Chemical People forum, must take 
more responsibility. Better a parent 
should have a broken heart by con- 
fronting their child, than a broken 
young person. 

A task force has been formed from 
volunteer parents attending this 
worthwhile program. Pay attention 
to-their findings and remember we 
are not lost until we try to place the 
blame on someone else

Dear Larz: 

Although | am not the local official 
you alluded to in your editorial 
“Traffic Problems” last week, 
please let this former local official 
and now state official give you an up- 
date on the Route 129 project which 
you touched on at the end of your 
well-detailed discussion of a long 
standing problem. 

The Route 129 project has been 
under study long before 1 became 
the Representative from what is now 
known as the Twentieth Middlesex 
District 

In addition to the many local hear: 
ings and meetings relating to this 
massive project, I have met per: 
sonally with the various commis: 
sioners, project engineers, 
secretaries of transportation and 
governors relative to thjs project 
The most recent meetings were one 
with the project engineers on Oc. 
tober 12 at 11:30 a.m. at the D.P.W 
and another one with the Commis 
sioner on October 18 at 8:30 a.m. A 
meeting is currently scheduled for 
the week of November 14 with the 
Commissioner once again 

In spite of the tremendous tur. 
nover in state government during 
my tenure in the General Court (two 
governors, three secretaries of 
transportation, and four commis 
sioners of transportation) I have 
worked to make the design of the 
project adhere as closely to what the 
vast majority of our citizens want as 
possible. I am still not totally 
satisfied with the proposal, and that 
is why I am still negotiating with the 
department while the project is get 
ting closer to its construction phase 

The final contract for one portion 
of this project has already been 
awarded to a consultant, and the se- 
cond portion of the project is in the 
process of being negotiated. Land 
takings could commence as early as 
two years from now, One must 
remember, this massive construc- 
tion project will compound the traf. 
fic problem at both ends of town for 
a long period of time. 

‘The grant which I helped to obtain 
for the town to reconstruct Ballard- 
vale Street will eventually help to 
solve the problem in that area of 
town. 

Although I agree that traffic flow 
is a problem in Wilmington, as it is 
in some of our neighboring towns, 
especially Burlington, I think it 
would be equally simplistic to single 
out this particular problem as the 
sole reason for the anti-industrial 
growth sentjment that has cropped 
up in this community

How badly do Wilmington voters want to improve the high 
school? Next Tuesday's election will be an interesting test 
between Prop. 2% and public education. ) 

The vote in last month’s town meeting was overwhelmingly 
in favor of issuing bonds to pay for the town’s share of the 
project. But voters behave differently behind the curtain of a 
voting machine than they do on the floor of town meeting. 
Also, more people vote in an election thari in a town meeting. 

Another factor is the overwhelming popularity of Prop. 24. 
A question on Rep. Jim Miceli’s questionnaire asked if voters 
would favor modifying Prop. 2%, to allow a town meeting 
override. The response was negative, in a ratio of five to one. 

But there is a difference between fiscal sanity and fiscal 
restraint. Sometimes it makes more sense to spend money 
than to not spend. The high school project is a case in point. 
The costs of voting down the project would be damaging to 
both the education of Wilmington's youngsters, and to the 
maintenance of a building which already represents a 
substantial investment. . 

Without the renovation work included in the project, the 
school faces an accreditation crisis. Top colleges do not ac- 
cept students from unaccredited high schools. 

And that oversized gymnasium — yes, that is for educa- 
tion, as well. Physical education may not fit into the pattern 
of the “three R’s’’, but it is an important part of a well- 
rounded education. Not only does it provide vital physical ac- 
tivity, but it teaches motivation, self-discipline, teamwork 
and other skills needed to manage one's life. 

Yes, population trends are lower today. But that is no 
reason to deny youngsters a first-rate school. And neither is 
vandalism committed by a minority a reason to deny 
facilities to the majority. 

Any eventual renovation of the school will be more expen- 
sive if time is lost. Inflation assures that. 

Voters whé go to the polls on Tuesday and vote yes on the 
referendum will be serving the best interests of Wilmington. 


Federal Hill traffic 


Back about 1800 Colonel Blanchard, he who had been a 
sergeant during the march to Concord in 1775, lived at what is 
now the corner of Federal Street and Middlesex Avenue, in 
Wilmington. The Colonel had a general store across the 
street (now called Middlesex Avenue). That store, according 
to the old tales, was a place to gather and gossip and ex- 
change the news. 

Today, if there were a store there, it could be a place to 
complain about the traffic at the corner of Federal Street and 
Middlesex Avenue. More than a few persons have complain- 
ed. Some believe there should be a traffic light, one of the 
red, yellow and green variety at that corner. 

Middlesex Avenue is a very busy road, between say 4:30 
and ) on any afternoon, as people drive home from their 
place of work. These people include local residents and peo- 
ple who live elsewhere. t 

There are several streets which are used by people who are 
coming from Route 93. A lot of them are dodging having to 
use Wilmington Square. Wildwood Street is probably the 
worst, from the viewpoint of a person driving home. Waiting 
automobiles back up sometimes for half a mile, and then 
crawl slowly forward. 

A lot has been said recently about Federal Street. At that 
place the traffic backs up about two-tenths of a mile. 

The traffic is lighter, but it is more difficult to get onto Mid- 
dlesex Avenue, because of the curves and the hill. A diffident 
driver can cause the entire line to be held up for over five 
minutes. A bold driver can cause an accident by pulling out in 
front of another car. 

The possibility of changing the course of the road has been 
reduced in the past 25 years by the construction of new homes 
on and near the corner. No matter how bad the traffic pro- 
blem, it would be difficult to convince town officials or a town 
meeting to take someone's home. 

Would a traffic light do any good? 

Probably, for about an hour every evening. It would allow 
drivers to get off Federal Street, while it held up drivers on 
Middlesex Avenue. 

But that corner, on Federal Hill, is an accident prone place. 
There have been many. Some, without a doubt, had an 
alcoholic basis, especially those accidents which occur late 
at night 

Putting in a traffic light may not improve the situation, for 
the 23 hours a day is is not needed. Could such a light even 
cause accidents? The right answer is not easy to come by.

But the 
old days are gone. The world of 
banking is far different from what it 
was only three or four years ago 

Many people are aware that 
something is going on, yet they 
aren't sure about all the details. How 
has banking changed, and why? 
What will these changes mean to the 
cities and towns of Massachusetts?

According to John Wood, presi 
dent of the Massbank for Savings, 
the key word is deregulation 

“Banking has been one of the most 
tightly regulated businesses in the 
United States," Mr. Wood observed.

Twenty years ago this 


Twenty years ago this month 
the Beach Boys were riding high 
on the top forty record charts. 
The Beatles had not yet crossed 
the Atlantic from England to 
invade our shores with “She 
Loves You, Ya.

Impala 
convertibles were the hottest cars 
on the road, And John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy was finishing up his first 

days in office as 
dent of the United States 

I was barely fifteen years old 
then, but I remember the fall of 
63 as if it happened just 
yesterday. Looking back, I can 
see that it was a period of my life 
that was also a turning point, I 
guess you'd call it, in my life. I 
started to feel, well, grown up. 
Maybe it was because it was 
during that fall that I also 
discovered that girls weren't put 
on this earth just to annoy little 
boys 

All of these things would have 
probably remained vivid in my 
memory anyway — these sorts of 
things stick out in everybody's 
mind. But that time in my life 
remains particularly outstanding 
for another reason: JFK's 
assassination, of course. Hardly a 
person in America who was alive 
on November . 1963 has 
forgotten what he or she was 
doing the moment the news of 
Kennedy's death hit the airwaves. 

I had just returned home from 
catechism class at St. Anthony's 
in North Woburn. I'd gone up 
stairs to my bedroom to change 
my clothes, I was listening to my 
transistor radio as | undressed. 1 
was standing in front of my 
window, unbuttoning my shirt 
when the music was abruptly 
interrupted by a news bulletin. In 
an urgent tone, the announcer 


“I grew up in Maine. My uncle 
and father were hunters. They 
taught me how to target practice 
At Boston University I was on the 
rifle team while a student there. 
So you might say, I've had guns 
around me, and been interested in 
them all my life."’ Right now she 
owns one rifle and three han- 
dguns. “One is a 22 target pistol 
One is a 22 revolver. The third is a 
38 special, the one I would use to 
protect myself ... so far I've never 
carried a gun on my person, or in 
my pocketbook. But one is in a 
strategic place in my home and it 
is loaded for action!

said that the president had just 
be 1. He'd been ina parade, 
in I riding in an open 
limousine, with his wife 
Jacqueline, when somebody 
attempted to shoot him. For the 
moment at least, there was no 
word on his condition. He'd been 
rushed to a nearby hospital 
Things were confusing, people 
were frantic, stay tuned for more 
details, | don't recall whether the 
station went back to playing rock 
and roll music. It didn't matter 
because 1 wasn't hearing 
anything after that message 
anyway, I sat down on the edge of 
my bed and started to fill up. I 
probably cried 

At some point I went downstairs 
and switched on our brown 
Sylvania television set. Both of 
my parents worked, so I watched 
alone. The network had broken in 
and was attempting to recount the 
myriad of details surrounding the 
attempt on the president's life. 1 
remember being in a fog, unable 
to believe what I was hearing 

twas unfolding before my 
as it true? Had some 
crazy person actually tried to kill 
this wonderful, gentle man? I was 
too young to realize the in 
ternational consequences of such 
a tragic event, but even at fifteen. 
I was insightful enough to know 
that what I — and millions of 
Americans, each of us alone in 
our togetherne: was ex 
periencing was the end of one era 
of history and the beginning of a 
new one, What no one knew was 
whether what was to follow would 
be for the better or worse. 

Then came this word 
President Kennedy had suc 
cumbed to a massive head wound 
inflicted by at least one bullet 


shooting, but I will not kill an 
animal.” 

Mz. Anne's home is located in 
Lynnfield. “It’s in a kind of rural 
area. I had my home broken into 
twice. Thank God I wasn’t home 
either time. I didn’t own a gun 
then. After the second breakin. 
and my closest neighbor's home 
was broken into in the middle of 
the night, I was told by a close 
friend to get a gun. I thought they 
made it tough for me to acquire 
my license. I was told that I had to 
take a mandatory course spon. 
sored by the NRA ... and I joined a 
Woburn Sportsman's Club. I plan 
to be on a pistol team there.” 

Mz. Anne says, “I really hope 
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fired from the assassin's gun. 
This was confirmed by a hospital 
spokesman, I think he was. That 
moment and that message are 
frozen forever in my mind. So is 
the image of a high school boy, 
mesmerized in front of a tv set, 
tears forming limpid streams 
over each of his puffy red cheeks. 

Soon afterwards my father and 
mother returned home from 
work. I could tell by the ex 
pressions on their faces that 
they'd both already heard the 
news. Word of a tragedy spreads 
like wildfire. The three of us 
remained in front of the tv set to 
learn everything we could about 
the assassination. We are all well 
aware of the confusing “facts” 
that cropped up {rom the scene of 
President Kennedy's murder 
Discussion of these conflicting 
tidbits if information crammed 
the airwaves for days following 
the assassination 

I remember the look of remorse 
on nearly every face | saw for 
days after that, as if we 
Americans were all responsible 
for President Kennedy's death 
Had we somehow allowed him to 
die unnecessarily” Could we have 
somehow prevented his death? Of 
course not, but there was no way 
we could have convinced our 
selves of that at that time. The 
mood of America following JFK's 
death became a phenomenon in 
itself, a feeling of deep sadness 
that I have never experienced 
since and doubt I ever will again 

What was the reason for all of 
us feeling so much sadness” Well, 
obviously, it was for the man 
himself, John Fitzgerald Ken: 
nedy. Regardless of his political 
stands, he was a man who cap: 
tured the hearts of Americans 
unlike any president before him 
or after him. JFK was truly a 
man for all the people. Americans 


that the day will never come when 
a law abiding citizen is denied the 
right to have a gun for protection 
As long as we have criminals who 
have no respect for man or his 
property, then man has the right 
to protect himself! | am a Roman 
Catholic but if 1 were faced with 
killing or be killed - I'd pull the 
trigger!” 

Other women I spoke with gave 
me, in essence, the same 
response, the same answers that 
Mz. Anne did 

Elicone says that doctors and 
lawyers have a lot to say in the 
state. about guns. Yet the 
majority of my customers are 
professionals - doctors, lawyers, 
ministers, even priests. And I sell 
a lot of guns to medical salesmen, 
to regular traveling salesmen, to 
truck drivers, and to people you'd 
never dream of ... I'd say my 


customers are fifty percent white 
collar people and fifty percent 
blue collar people. | had one man 
come in here and buy a gun for his 
brother-in-law, a priest, who is 
trying to protect the rectory that 
is located in a bad area in his 
town. He's been robbed once 
before.” 

Then he says he has customers 
like the man who is 75 and has 
hundreds of guns. “He's a retired 
engineer, Been buying guns since 
he was 20. He likes all the old 
stuff."’ 

Gun dealer Elicone warns that 
guns cannot be left in glove 
compartments in cars, or under 
the front seat. “You can keep 
your gun on your person, in your 
pocketbook. And you can keep it 
in your home, or in your place of 
business. Only nuts go around 
brandishing them in public

Beginning in the spring, a two-year, $65 million over 
haul of the Southeast Expressway, the major north-south 
route through the city, will test the endurance of even the 
most experienced commuters. 

In many respects, they have no one but themselves to 
blame. With the oil embargoes of the 1970s only a distant 
memory and the economy healthy, many of these com: 
muters have reverted to an old habit: driving to work 
alone. 

On the expressway alone, 85 percent of the vehicles

ing to DPW estimates. Built in the late 1950s to carry 
75,000 vehicles a day, that roadway now handles closer 
to 160,000 — about 50,000 of those during each of the 
peak commuting periods. 

Commuting to the major metropolitan centers of

R. I., and Hartford and Stamford, Conn. is seldom 
easy under the best of circumstances. The cities are con 
gested, the roads that serve them are old, and parking in 

he city limits often is scarce. 

Building booms in Boston and Hartford and the 
relocation of major corporate headquarters from New 
York City to Stamford only threaten to increase the 
strain on these facilities. As a concession to Boston com: 
muters from the north, tolls now are collected only 
inbound on their trips via the Mystic-Tobin Bridge and 
Sumner Tunnel, to try to speed up traffic flow. Still,

Other methods of easing traffic congestion, such as 
building a third tunnel under Boston Harbor and 
relocating the infamous Central Artery underground, are 
still in the proposal stage.

At that, the Massachusetts park-and-ride program is 
way behind Connecticut's. The latter offers 200 lots (165 
of them paved) with 25,650 spaces. 

Surveys indicate that the average commute to-trese 
lots is six miles, according to George Beebe, supervisor 
of the ride-sharing program for the Connecticut Depart- 
ment of Transportation. After parking, however, the 
average distance traveled is 28 miles. 

“What is impressive is that the people who most need 
to be matched up [in a ride-sharing program] are those 
who live the longest distances away,"” notes Dr. Womack 
of MIT. “The long-distance commuter is really a glutton. 
He burns incredible amounts of fuel. And he's probably 
not very happy.” 

As of last August, Connecticut also had a wide lead in 
the number of registered van pools: 1,167, according to 
Mr. Beebe. These are arranged through public-private 
partnership “brokerages” in three areas — Hartford. 
Stamford, and New Haven. In the ranks of state-govern- 
ment alone, 58 percent of the employees participate in car 
or van pools, he 

“But we don’t know what the potential market is,” 
Beebe adds. [And] it’s not the only thing that'll solve 
the problem.” 

In Hartford, employers pay $12 million a year in park 
ing subsidies, the ride-sharing supervisor says. Reducing 
these subsidies, eliminating some free parking in com 
pany lots, and offering employees flexible working hours 
also are needed to help ease traffic, he says, because 
“there aren't going be that many highway improvements 
in the future that aren't already there. 

Rhode Island is not making great progress toward 
ride-sharing, according to state coordinator Robert 
Afflick. He says “close to 40” van pools have been ar 
ranged by the state Department of Transportation, not 
counting others that are privately run, But the average 
trip to work in Rhode Island is less than 10 miles. and

he wrote. “It is from the family 
that we learn to produce 
wholesome and viable com- 


munities where individual talent 
and creative initiative can enjoy 
the fullest expression."” 

John Fitzgerald Kennedy was 
not afraid to express himself 
fully, even if it meant bucking up 
against some of the most 
powerful heads-of-state in the 
world. But. it was this kind of 
tenacious aggressiveness that 
made him a winner, and thus, all 
of us Americans winners. “Often, 
all it takes to turn the tide is one 
individual, acting alone and 
against the odds,” Ted Kennedy 
also wrote in Our Day and 
Generation.

Jackie Kennedy look.”’ Perhaps 
she was one of the key reasons so 
many people thought of JFK as a 
president of the people.

We all know that there was

$5 from the Gunner's 
Mate 3/c

Back in the early days of World 
War II, the S.S. Daniel Boone 
made a long voyage, from 
Philadelphia to Khorramsharh in 
the Persian Gulf. That voyage 
was made after the one to North 
Africa, in the invasion of that 
area of the world. 

Jt was a long haul. The route 
was across the Pacific, from the 
Panama Canal to Fremantle, 
Australia, and then across the 
Indian Ocean to the Persian Gulf. 
There were on deck long pilings 
call them telephone poles. At best 
the lashings for those pilings were 
inadequate because of wartime 
shortages. 

There was danger of a heavy 
sea sweeping the deck and 
wrecking the ship by loosening all 
those pilings. The captain 
realized this and in times of heavy 
weather he took things easy. This 
was particularly so in the stormy 
area south of Australia known as 
the Great Australian Bight where 
the breezes are never gentle. 

Consequently, the voyage, 
ead of being 37 days long, was 
43. The Daniel Boone arrived in 
Premantle, Australia on June 26, 
1943. The date is easy to 
remember, 

While the ship was transiting 
the Panama Canal an inspection 
was made of her guns. That in- 
spection revealed a flaw in the 
breech of a three inch gun. The 
block had to be removed and 
repaired or replaced. In this in- 
stance it meant repairs. 

As a result the Daniel Boone 
spent a night docked in Panama 
‘The crew was thus afforded some 
shore leave. 

The usual complement of of- 
ficers and crew augmented 
by four cadets, young men who 
were studying to become officers. 
There was also a gun crew to 
handle the guns, a five inch, 
several three inch, and eight guns 
of twenty millimeter.

Once ashore he regretted his 
rash move. He was liable to spend 
that money 

He met the purser of the Daniel 
Boone somewhere on the streets 
of Panama and persuaded the 
purser to hold the $5 for him. He 
didn’t intend to rashly spend that 
money.

Corporation helps polish Boston's image as cu

Boston 

For a while, it looked as though Boston 
might disappear from the country's cultural 
map. 

The city was once America’s premier 
Broadway tryout town and groomed the the- 
atrical tastes of several generations. But in 
recent seasons, the number of Broadway 
roadshows whistle-stopping here has de 
clined; and those that do come give Boston 
short visits. The Metropolitan Opera has re! 
egated the city from second place to last on its 
Uist of tour visits, and next year’s visit has 
been scrubbed altogether. 

To make matters worse. Boston's one 
venue for large-scale cultural productions, 
the Metropolitan Center, had fallen on hard 
financial times. Many local arts observers 
were predicting that it would not survive the 
1989-84 season. 

Boston's corporate-civic leaders were ba 
sically ignoring cries to save the center. By 
contrast, during the past decade or so San 
Francisco, Houston, Minneapolis, Atlanta. 
Washington, and a dozen other cities have 
marshaled their corporate and civic forces to 
build gleaming new performing-arts centers 
Boston managed only to reconvert an aging 
music hall and even that modest effort 
seemed destined for disaster 

The result would have meant that Boston 
would be the only major American city with: 
out a viable performing arts center 

To many Bostonians the issue has seemed 
remote, a concern of cultural mavens and the 
people who sell them tickets. The city has. 
after all, been faced with crime problems, al 
leged government corruption, and financial 
adversity. But many Boston civic leaders said 
the collapse of the Metropolitan Center would 
be felt throughout the city 

A rescue effort, however, has 
launched, orchestrated by a classic 
characters an entrepreneurial corporate 
leader who marshals the efforts and money of 
banking, real-estate, and cultural leaders 

Boston's experience illustrated a lesson 
learned over and over again in a dozen other 
cities: Someone with lots of money and influ- 
ence has to get involved. In Boston, the key 
figure turned out to be An Wang, founder of 
the high-tech firm bearing his name. The for 
mer Metropolitan Center now bears his name 
‘as well — the Wang Center for the Performing 
Arts, 

At a time when one banker privately con: 
fided to this reporter, “I wouldn't put another 
dime into that building,"’ Dr. Wang came for: 
ward with a $4 million gift to the center — $1 


million of it to be given immediately for the 
renovation of the building. the remaining $3 
million in a matching challenge grant over" 
the course of the next two years. (Wang has 
just announced plans for a new manufactur 
ing facility just off the city’s Chinatown and 
hard by the theatrical district where the cen: 
ter sits.) 

As Britt Davis, executive vice-president of 
InterFirst Bank in Houston, puts it. a strong 
arts infrastructure “has to do with the spirit 
of a city and its attitude toward itself."" Many 
civic leaders in Boston have felt that the 
cultural self-esteem was ebbing away, while 
other cities with far less historical promi 
hence as cultural capitals were enjoying infu 
sions of talent and capital. For example 

In Houston, a $47 million bankroll has 
been stockpiled against a proposed $65 million 
capital investment in a new performing arts 
center This follows the nearly quantum leap 
in corporate contributions to the operating 
revenues of local arts organizations — from 
$300,000 in 1973 to an estimated $3.2 million 


Francisco, a $42 million enhance 
ment and refurbishment of that city’s cultural 
centers is being completed, including expan: 
sion and improvement of the 50-year-old op: 
era house and the erection of a $30 million 
symphony hall 

© In Atlanta. a $20 million art museum is 
being added to that city’s Robert W. Woodruff 
Arts ( which includes a $13 million per: 
formance center completed in 1968. The city’s 
civic leaders have also raised $3.5 million to- 
ward the takeover and refurbishing of an old 
movie palace 

Before the, Wang gift was announced. a 
handful of the Boston’s cultural givers associ 
ated with the center began the aid of 
a consortium of banks that holds $5 million in 
notes incurred during construction of the cen 
ter. The banks eventually agreed, after long 
persuasion from Wang and others, to forgive 
half the indebtedness and to negotiate more 


In addition, the New England Medical Cen 
ter, which owns the land on which the center 
sits, signed a new lease, which makes it possi 
ble for the center to function more profitably 

Not that the future ts entirely secure. The 
pipeline of big Broadway roadshows which 
was originally intended to provide the oil for 
the center's engine has been drying up of late 
And Wang Center officials hedge their options 
when asked if the center will immediately 
launch into risky cultural ventures. 

But the feeling among most observers here

Q. My wife had to be placed in a 
nursing home 11 months ago, She had 
many chronic conditions. including 
emphysema and arthritis, which 
made it Impossible for me to care for 
her at home any longer.

I was appalled to learn that there is 
no financial ailable, 
either through our private insurance 
or Medicare, to help pay the $70 a day 
for her nursing home care

You are right. For the most part, 
federal and private insurance pro- 
grams are designed to finance health 
care treatment only when illness is 
associated with periods of hospital 
ization. Our health care system virtu 
ally rules out financial assistance for 
care that may prevent or postpone 
costly and premature institutionaliza 
tion, such as immunizations, adult 
home care and other supportive 
services. Furthermore, when institu 
tionalization is needed — as in your 
wife's case — federal and private 
insurance does not exist to any appre 
ciable extent for custodial nursing 
home care

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Junked US cars alone equal 
4 percent of world’s steel 
says Worldwatch Institute

Hold onto that root beer can: The 
world needs it. 

The Earth's 5'/2 billion people aren't 
replenishing their resources; we must 
move from a throw-away society to a 
recycling one. 

That's the conclusion reached by a 
Washington-based global-issues _ think 
tank, the Worldwatch Institute, in a just- 
published analysis by senior researcher 
William U. Chandler. Some findings: 

© Throwing away an aluminum bever 
age can wastes as much energy as pouring 
out such a can half-filled with gasoline. 

@ World waste-paper consumption has 
increased 140 percent since 1965, with Ja 
pan recovering 45 percent and the United 
States only 26 percent. But the US leads 
the world in exporting bulk waste paper. 


@ Nine American states have now en 
acted beverage-container deposit laws: 
Americans now recycle 54 percent of the 
cans they use and the trend is growing; 
the latest states are Massachusetts, Dela 
ware, and New York. 

@ Junked automobiles are an asset 
Those recycled in the US account for 4 
percent of the world’s annual steel 
production. 

© The US recovers 35 percent of its 
scrap steel, but the Soviet Union only 17 
percent — perhaps due to its “compli 
cated and highly centralized control of 
materials 

© There is a dynamic world trade in 
scrap paper and aluminum. Iron and stee! 
is big and getting bigger; but instead of 
encouraging this, some countries are hold 
ing it back with protectionist laws 

© The still-wasteful US last year threw 
away more recyclable aluminum in dis 
carded beverage cans than the continent 
of Africa produced 

Recycling, it turns out, dates all the 
way back to Prometheus: His younger 
brother Epimetheus, according to the 
Greek myth, had the job of allocating all 
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the earth's resources to various species. 
But he was so recklessly extravagant at 
first in handing them out that he ran out 
of supplies before he came wo man, pre 
cipitating the first energy crisis 
Prometheus stepped in by stealing fire 
from the sun. Where's Prometheus now? 
William U. Chandler, in the new study for 
Worldwatch Institute, puts it more practi

cally: He says a lot of people don't recog 
nize recycling’s necessity 

Many nations continue to mask the 
growing necessity of capturing recycling's 
benefits,” he writes. ‘They subsidize en 
ergy use with price controls, production 
tax incentives, and the uncontrolled envi 
ronmental cost of producing and using en 
ergy in materials processing 

The author says, “The scarcity econo 
my is here to stay. The full cost of energy 
intensive materials is not accurately re- 
presented in their prices, and the

incentive to reduce these costs is dimin 
ished Export barriers have been 
erected specifically to reduce the price of 
metal scrap, a measure that reduces the 
incentive to collect scrap and makes it less 
available as a substitute for primary ma 
terials. Countries performing best in 
recycling have avoided these pitfalls." 

Mr. Chandler is shocked at the sight of 
all those daily newspapers piling up for 
the trash collector, and says they ought to 
be recycled. But he is not blaming 
Epimetheus. Chandler insists that materi. 
als recycling is coming, like it or not. 

Look at what happened in Sweden: It 
suffered from 400,000 abandoned \car 
junks littering the countryside. Now a 
1976 law requires disposal to scrap deal 
ers. And a Norway law requires a $100 de 
posit on new cars with a refundable $50 
when the battered old thing is turned in at 
the end of its ride.
